Patient Is Removed. 


Mrs. William Osley of Staunton, III., 
chatted pleasantly with two surgeons at 
St. Elizabeth’s Hospietal, Granite City, 
for 20 minutes Saturday afternoon, while 
they performed laparatomy and removed 
her appendix, using novocaine, the ‘new- 
est local anesthesia. 

Heart trouble made it impossible to 
administer an anesthetic which would 
have made Mrs. Osley unconscious. 

Dr. R. W. Binney of St. Elizabeth's 
brought with him a week ago from the 
Congress of North American Surgeons 
at Chicago a phial of novocaine, which 
he saw demonstratede When Dr. F. C. 
Vogt of Staunton, Mrs. Osley's family 
physician, learned of this, he took Mrs. 
Osley to Granite City and was assisted 
in the operation by Dr. Binney. 

Mrs. Osley is a frail woman of 25 
years, but the only ill effect of the 
operation so far, was a slight sore- 
ness after the effects of the drug 
wore away. 

During the operation, Dr. Vogt 
talked constantly to his friend and 
patient, describing the operation and 
the Condition of. the appendix in re- 
ply to hey questions. Mrs. Osley was 
not. permitted to watch the opera- 
tion, but the surgeon's facé and 
shoulders were always under her eye. 
She talked of many subjects during 
the 20-minute ordeal, and at*no time 
gave any evidence of suffering pain 
or nausea. At the end of the opera- 
tion her husband was admitted to the 
room, and she told him that ahe was 
comfortable.

The 
Committee on Employes’ Subscriptions 
reported that it had been unusually suc- 
cessful, and the Committee on Trades 
and: Professions reported that its collec- 
tions would exceed those of last year. 

In the box at the Olympic Theater was 
found a $1 bill .which had been over- 
looked last year. It was lodged in a 
crevice and was very dry. 

Two $100 slibscriptions were taken at 
the Jefferson Hotel, one from the hotei 
and the other from the hotel building 
company. These were the annual con- 
tributions obtained from W. J. Kinsella. 

There were rush orders at headquar- 
ters for tags, and a force of eight per- 
sons was occupied in sending out tags.

J. Bradley Patterson of 6021 Kingsbury 
place, has two wives, according to a de- 
cision handed down by Judge Vande- 
venter in the East St. Louis City Court 
Saturday. 

‘Judge Vandeventer set aside the di- 
vorce from Emma F. Patterson, which 
was granted to Patterson Sept. 29, 1907. 
After this divorce was granted Patter- 
eon came to St. Louis as manager of a 


Bailey, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Valle Bailey of 5834 Westminster place. 

He filed his divorce suit as John B. 
Patterson, „but in St. Louis he has been 
known as J. Bradley Patterson. 

In suing to have the divorce set aside 
Patterson’ s first wife alleged that the 
decree was obtained through misrepre- 
' sentation. She alleged that Patterson 
swore that he did not know her where- 
abouts, but that in fact he had her New 
York address and was regularly sending 
to her 855 a month which a Chicago 
court had awarded her as separate 
maintenance. 

The first wife, in -her petition,. said 
she and Patterson were married in Sep- 
tember, 1893, and that they lived happily 
until they went to Chicago in the fali 
of 1903, when Patterson became infatu- 
ated with another woman. In January, 
1905, she alleged, he ordered her to 8 
to her parents in New York. 

In June, 1904, she alléged, Patterson 
filed a suit for divorce, alleging deser- 
tion. She fle an answer and denial and 
he withdrew the suit. A week later 
she sued for separate maintenance and 
the Court commanded Patterson to pay 
her $6 a month, 

In August, 1907, without her knowledge, 
Patterson filed a divorce suit, alleging 
that she had deserted him Jan. 17, 1904. 

The first wife alleged that after fall- 
ing behind in his maintenance pay- 
ments, Patterson, in May, 1911, notified 
her that he had obtained a divorce and 
was therefore not required to make fur- 
ther payments. She then sued to have 
the divorce set aside. The evidence was 
heard about three months ago, and the 
Judge since then had the case under ad- 
visement. 

At the time the suit was filed Patter- 
son said for publication that there was 
no truth in the charges made by his first 
wife and that his. divorce was regular. 

Efforts to find Patterson to obtain a 
statement from him Saturday were un- 
successful.

Search in Hotel by Private

Collins retired about 9 o’clock Tues- 
day night. His wife has been staying 
at her Atlantic City home, where he 
went week-end¢ during the summer, he 
ald. At 12:15 o’clock two detectives, 
who had been about West Forty-fourth 
street for about a week, walked into the 
lower hallway of the hotel and pin- 
loned the arms of the telephone opera- 
tor, flashing badges. 
Four other men walked to the ele- 
vator, seized the Gar and ran it to 
the eighth floor, where Collins sublets 
apartment. 
“Are you John J. Collins?” the in- 
truders asked when Collins opened the 
door. He gasped a reply, but they 
passed by him and searched every nook 
of the two rooms. Then they departed 
and jumped into an automobile. 
Manager Dazian of the the hotel was 
called and an employe sounded a po- 
lice whistle, but the detectives had fled. 
Collins ran down and called on the 
police, but was told he would have 
to make complaint in court, 2 
Mystery te Collins. 
“This is the most mysterious occur- 
rence I can imagine,“ Collings said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “I was in bed 
when those big fellows. entered my 


jfooms. I could not hepe to overpower 


them, #0 I let them go through the 
place. oe 

Collins and his wife were in a box at 
a Broadway theater Thursday night 
when the reporter saw them. They ap- 
peared to be still enjoying their honey- 
moon of September a year ago and at- 
tracted much of the audience’s atten- 
tion by their apparent affection. 

“My wife is as surprised as I am.“ 
Collins said. “She cannot understand 
why anyone should be interested enough 
in my affairs to pay for private de- 
tectives. I am going to make a thor- 
ough investigation. There is the one 
chance that the detectives made a mis- 
take, but they asked for me when they 
entered.” 

Mrs. Collins was anxious to hear the 
details of the raid. 

“Detectives! Oh, horrors, I never spoke 
to such men. They are so much like 
polloe men,“ Mrs. Collins said. ‘“When 
Jack, dear, told me about that I thought 
it was a joke. 

“Quarrels? Yes, we have had love 
spats, but never anything serious. My 
husband has had so much traveling to 
do that I seldom come to New York. 
Several weeks ago I came up to identify 
a friend who had $5000 sent her by ex- 
press. Of course I sew John then.” 

Mrs, Collins was told that after the 
raid a woman was seen in the hallway 
of the apartment house talking with 
one of the detectives, 

“That must have been some woman 
living in the house. I cannot imagine 
that anyone would try to make things 
unpleasant for John,“ Mrs. Collins re- 
plied. “You see, there is much gossip 
along Broadway because I have to be 
away from my husband so much and 
now I want to take an apartment in an- 
other. hotel.“ 


Wife Is Widow of St. Louisan. 
Collins said he has beer twice married, 
but he could not connect any incident 
with his or his wife’s former marriages 
which would cause investigation. Mrs. 
Collins, he explained, was first married 
to F. H. Regel of St. Louis. When she 
became a widow she had an allowance of 
$300 a month besides her home in At- 
lantic City. Then she met Louis J. 
Winsch, to whom she was married in 
November, 1910. 

She met Collins and a suit for $10,000, 
charging alienation of affection, was 
brought against him. The sult was with- 
drawn. After divorcing Winsch in Ili- 
nois and making a trip to Europe, Mrs. 
Winsch was married to Collins in Stam- 
ford, Conn., and has lived in Atlantic 
City.

Resolution at Mass Meeting De- 
mands Removal of Department 
Heads by Governor.

Speakers stood in the spotlight of a 
calcium ray .nrown from a wagon in 
the street in front of the city hall, 
Friday night, and denounced Gov, 
Major, the Police Board and the Police 
Départment, at the mass meeting to 
protest against the activity of the police 
in recent strikes in St. Louis, About 
3000 men and women, members of, labor 
organizations and sympathizers of the 
labor cause, stood about the lawns and 
driveways facing the Twelfth street en- 
trance to the building. 

The city hall was open and was well 
lighted, but the leaders in the move- 
ment chose to hold the meeting outside. 
Speakers asserted that the crowd would 
go inside if it rained before the speak- 
ers had finished. 

Joseph user, president of the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union, presided 
and warned the crowd against riotous 
acts. The dozen or so patrolmen de- 
tailed to keep the peace at the meeting 
had no disturbances to quell, and the 
spectators were orderly, e expressing their 
approval of the speakers’ statements 
only by hissing and vociferous applaud- 
ing by turns. 

A resolution read by Hauser near the 
close of the meeting was unanimeusly 
adopted. It demanded that Gov. Majcr 
immediately remove the present Police 
Board and appoint in its stead men 
“who enjoy the honor and respect of 
the great majority of the citizens of 
this city; men who will not tolerate the 
department's being used in the interest 
of one class against the interests of an- 
other class, and who have the interests 
of all people at heart.“ 

The resolution spoke of the Police De- 
partment as a “strike-breakers’ agency,’ 
compared its “reign” 
Czar of Russia, and asserted that its 
work in the last year is “a disgrace to 
the community, an outrage to woman- 
hood, manhood, and civilization in gen- 
eral.“ 

David Kreyling, secretary ‘of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union, out- 
lined the history of the waiters’, tele- 
phone girls’, and garment workers’ 
strikes, and charged the police with 
unnecessary violence resulting from 
orders from “higher up.“ Miss Jose- 
phine Casey, of the Garment Work- 
ers’ Union, asserted that the police 
were guilty of pernicious activity 
against pickets of the strikers. 

Other speakers were: The Rev, W. W. 
Boyd, president of the People’s League, 
William M. Brandt, secretory of the 
Socialist party in St. Louis, and 8. H. 
Butler, of the striking waiters.

Mexican Kills Police Chief and 
Two Deputy Sheriffs After 
Shooting Rival in Love.

SALT LAKE CITY, Nov. 22.—Armed 
with a rifle and two automatic pistols, 
Ralph Lopez, the desperado who killed 
four men yesterday, today was reported 
surrounded near Utah Lake. Posses 
from Salt Lake, Nephi and Eureka who 
began closing in on a cabin where he 
had taken refuge, expected he would 
fight until killed. Lopez was a sharp- 
Shooter in the Madero revolution. 

The bodies of three of the men he 
killed—Chief of Police Grant of Bing- 
bam and Deputy Sheriffs Otto Whit- 
beck and Nephi Jensen—weré brought 
here today. The trouble began yester- 
day when he killed John Valdez, a fel- 
low Mexican, near the Highland Boy 
mine at Bingham, as the result of a love 
affair., 

Immediately after the murder Lopez, 
heavily armed, left the mining camp 
with a posse following a short time later. 
The posse was able to track him in the 
snow for an hour, when the trail was 
lost. It was picked up again in the 
in the evening the fugitive was found 
hiding in a clump of bushes near Sara- 
toga Springs, about forty miles south 
of this city. | 

Deputy Sheriff Whitbeck called on him 
to surrender and was answered by a bul- 
let which killed him. Lopez then turned 
his pistol on Chief Grant, killing him. 
Deputy Jensen, the third member of the 
posse, received a wound when trying to 
defend his comrades from which he 
died soon after aid reached him. 
Following the shooting Lopez resumed 
his flight and several automobile loads 
of policemen and deputy sheriffs left 
Salt Lake to take up the hunt.

JUSTIFICATION AS 
A DRAMATIC WORK 


Its Obscene Features Drag Down 
the Standard of Wholesome 
Entertainment.

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—The fact which 
earliest demanded my speculative atten- 
tion and conjecture when I went to the 
Maxine Elliot Theater to witness a per- 
formance of The Lure“ was the great 
preponderance of women, many of them 
unaccompanied by men, in the audience 
on that occasion. 

I do not know how to account for 
this fact, unless it be due to woman’s 
inheritance of that primal curiosity of 
Mother Eve with regard to the taste of 
forbidden fruit, which, the cynics tell 
us, has survived through all the ages 


were driven from the Garden of Eden 
because of the first female’s insistence 
upon seeing the show arranged for her 
entertainment by crafty old Satan un- 
der the apple tree of a Paradise until 
then the innocent and happy home of 
our universal parents in creation’s vir- 
ginal dawning. At any rate, being neith- 
er a psychological savant nor an expert 
analyst of feminine motives, I shall 
charge it up to poor old Eve’s already 


that. 

Whatever it may be that leads women 
to assemble so numerously for the pur- 
pose of seeing and hearing The Lure's“ 
story, I could not fail to observe that 
they sat as if stunned into a sort of 
paralyzed dumbness by the terrible dis- 
closures of the play’s second act. Al- 
though this act has been modified“ 
to make permissible, under a New York 
court’s ruling, the continuance of The 
Lure’’ upon the metropolitan stage, its 
episodes still remain a horror to con- 
template.

MEXICO CONGRESS 
HAS NO QUORUM

Belief in Some Quarters Is That 
Body Wilt Be Allowed to 


Dissolve Automatically. 

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 22.—The Cham- 
ber of Deputies Friday night ab- 
ruptly abandoned its sessions as it 
Was about to begin a canvass of votes 
cast at the last election. Almost every 
Deptty was in his seat when the roll 
call was about to begin. Then one of 
Huerta’s aids hastily ascended the ros- 
trum and gave a message to President 
Tamariz. 

Tamaris suspended calling the roll, 
while he read the President’s note. He 
ordered the roll finished and then, al- 
thotgh probably there was a quorum 
present, he declared no quorum and 
adjourned the chamber until Monday. 
The Senate met and adjourned without 
transacting any business. The reason 
for the cessation of the Deputies’ pro- 
ceeding could not be learned. 3 

It was suggested that this action 
might be a part of a plan to bring 
about the death of Congress and thus 
split hairs with the Yashington Gov- 
emnment, which through John LInd, 
President Wilson’s personal representa» 
tive, had insisted that this new leg- 
lala ture should not tome into existence. 
Under the law, should there be no duo 
rum three times. in succession, the 
House would be automatically dis- 


solved. 


Charge O'Shaughnessy called at the

Attempt to Compromise’ Pro- 
posed Alienation Suit Begun 
by Defendant's Friends.

Attorney Pleasant P. Mason and his 
client, Cordell C. Simmons; a traveling 
auditor for the Missouri Pacific Rall- 
read, were acquitted Friday in Judge 
Clark’s court of a charge of attempted 
robbery in the third degree. 

The charge grew out of an alleged ef- 
fort of Mason to compromise a suit Sim- 
mons had authorized him to file against 
Dr. Benjamin Shanklin of 1514 South 
Jefferson avenue, charging the physician 
with alienating the affections of Mrs. 
Simmons. 

In the formal charge, Mason and Sim- 
mons were accused of threatening to 
supply information which might lead to 
prosecution of Dr. Shanklin unless Dr. 
Shanklin would give them $5000. If the 
amount demanded be paid, according to

The evidence tended td show that no

prevent the filing of the guit for dam- 
ages for alienation. The money was not 
paid and a suit for „000 was filed 
against the doctor by Simmons. 
Neither Dr. Shanklin or Simmons 
attended the trial. Judge was told 
that Dr. Shanklin is in Paris age that 
Mrs. Simmons is in Little Rock, Ark.

Baron von Kleydorff, premier baritone 
of the Berlin Royal Opera, under 
professional name of Franz 

made his first American appearance as 
the soloist of the third matinee concert 
of the Symphony Orchestra et the Odeon 
Friday night. 

Egenieff’s vocal style proved to be sen- 
timental rather than impassioned, 
smooth rather than dramatic, melodious 
rather than powerful, His first two 
numbers were by Mozart, Almaviva’s 
Aria from “Figaro’s Wedding” and me 
Serenade from Don Giovanni.” Then 
he sang two love songs from Tann- 
hauser,”” Blick ich Umher,“ and the 
famous “Song to the Evening Star.” he 
last lyric so -pleased the audience that 
he was recalled for two encores, giving 
“Dream of the Twilight.“ by Richard 
Strauss, and The Three Comrades,”’ by 
air reminiscent of 
Schumann's Die beiden Grenadiere.” 
The soloist’s enunciation was unusual- 
ly distinct, bo much so that in the in- 
terest of esthetics one inclined to wish 
he had slurred over some of the bar 
barous, choking tturals which espe- 
clally characte the German text 
of the Mozart selections. Egenieff is a 
nephew by marriage of the late Adoiph- 
us Busch, and during his visit in 8. 
Louis was entertained by the Busch 


family. 

| Zach Musical Pathfinder. 
Conductor Zach showed himself a mu- 
sical pathfinder by giving “from manu- 
script, for its first orchestral perform- 
ance, Gustav Strube’s symphonic poem, 
„Loreley.“ Zach and Strube were form- 
erly colleagues in the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. 8 

Lisst has already given its clas- 
sical setting to Heine’s universally 
known poem, translating into en- 
chanted tones its brooding melan- 
choly, its tumult of waves and its 
final tragedy. His “Loreley” is a siren 
to bewitch a luckless sailor, and the 
song which he gives her is so seduct- 
ively lovely and voluptuous as to ac- 
count for his blind shipwreck upon 
the rocks. 

Was it fantastic to get the idea 
from Strube’s “Loreley” that his sireh 
was a lady of a modern drawing 
room, seeking to allure her victim 
upon the reefs of matrimony by 
means of intellectual discourses on 
Browning, Nietzsche and Ibsen? May 
it be that the orchestra's final crash 
was not, as the program interpreted 
it, the "drowning of the sailor, but 
was the lover’s desperat outburst of 
escape through the door. 

Program Affeords Contrast. 

In contrast to the sonorous whole- 
someness of the opening selection, the 
prelude to Wagner’s Die Meistersing- 
er,“ was the composition which conclad- 
ed the program—Tschaikowsky’s most 
popular work, the. Sixth Symphony, It 
is usually called the “Pathetic,” but 
has also been named the “Suicide Sym- 
phony,” under the mistaken idea that 
the composer wrote it as his funeral 
oration before attempting to kill him- 
self by standing up to the neck in an 
ice-bound river. 

This work is a master’s self-analysis 
in music of his own neuropathic psy- 
chology. Tsachaikowsky was afflicted by 
grief as by a disease, and with an in- 
tensity unknown since | de- 
scribed his benumbing melancholia in 
the lines: 

“A grief without a pang, void, dark 

and drear, 

4A stifled, droway, unimpassiqned 

riet.“ 

It is such a drugging sorrow, a grief 
which no tears can come to allay, that is 
described in the symphony. Gloom is 
heaped upon gloom. The tempo may 
become aprightly, but ita conteng is 
melody of inconsolable woe. Das the 
stately and triumphant trombone is 
compelled to change ite mood, and in- 
tones a chant of heart-breaking de 
spair, -~ 

The composition was masterfully 
played by the orchestra, so that most 
of the hearers remained in their seats 
to applaud until Conductor Zach twice 
returned to acknowledge their appre- 
ciation. The program will be repeated 
at the Odeon Saturday night.
